Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3-5, 7-36, and 40 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art does not disclose the exposure of a non-linear reference medium in an 
interferometric system to create either an anti-Stokes or Stokes photon at some shifted 
frequency as well as the interfering of a set of radiation scattered from a sample via the 
frequency shifted scattered radiation from the reference arm. The closest prior art does 
not disclose such a non-linear reference medium optically coupled to an oscillator for a 
system which is capable of interfering radiation to create images. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
